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Overseas 
Mailing 
Guidelines 


This year, the Secretary of 
Defense and the Postmaster 
General have joined together in 
urging the public to mail Christ- 
mas packages early to members 
uf the United States Armed 
Forces overseas. 

The following guidelines re- 
garding packages have been es- 
tablished: 

To most military ‘post offices 


overseas, packages must not 
weigh more than 70 pounds or 
be more than 100 inches in 
length and girth combined. 
Packages that weigh less than 
15 pounds and are less than 60 
inches in length and girth com- 
bined can be sent at ordinary 


postage rates and receive air 
transportation from the east or 
west coast on a Space available 
basis. For one dollar more than 
surface rates, packages can be 
parcel airlifted from local post 
offices to overseas areas. Pack- 
ages must weigh more than 30 
pounds or be less than 60 imehes 
in length and girth combined. 

Packages should be wrapped 
and tied well, with both mailing 
and return address _ printed 
clearly. It is recommended that 
the mailing address and return 


address also be include inside 
the package. Perishable food 
and flammables may not be 
mailed. APO or FPO numbers 
should include all five digits. 
Packages mailed to Europe, 
South America, and Africa 
should be sent not later than 
Nov. 10 and Nov. 24 is 
the deadline for packages to

—Amends Controversial Resolution — 


The Albany City Council at- 
tended to a song agenaa at its 
reguar meeung, Monday, No- 
vemoer 5 al 8 p.m. With une full 
council present, 

in response .o numerous om- 
munications trom Abbany resl 
dents, the councu’ amended Res- 
olution Wo. (3e7 deaung with 
Searcn ot Punic Recoras. The 
resolution was altered to re- 
move the charge for examina- 
tion of public recoras. 

Mayor Lewis Howell, in in- 
troducing the amendment, said, 
“In studying Resolution No. 73- 
87 I have come to this conclus- 
ion: the citizens of Albany pay 
our employee’s salary; we are 
their servants, All documents 
are public information and the 
property of our citizens and 
they have the right to inspect 
them, Original records where 
there is only one copy or part 
of a volume must be caretully 
preserved. In the past 22 years 
to my knowledge none were 
lost, destroyed, or damaged. I 
feel to levy a charge or to limit 
reasonable time tor their in- 
spection is wrong. To have to 
give a name and address for the 
privilege of inspection of public 
records is wrong. Department 
heads should be notified that 
any albuse of these problems be 
brought to the attention of the 
council and the citizens of Al- 
bany. Therefore, I will entertain 
a motion to amend Resolution 
No. 73-87, deleting lines 16 
through 32 on page 1 and lines 
1 through 4 on page 2.” The 
council voted 5-0 in favor of the 
amendment. 

The finance committee ob- 
tained approval for payment of 
payroll, for October 16 through 
31, 1973, claims, and pensions 
totaling $98,519.50. The council 
also acted upon a communica 
tion from James B, Turner, Ad- 
ministrative Officer, and Bette 
C, Rhodes, Finance Director, re- 
garding time deposits.

The nationwide energy crisis is upon 
us, and it’s testing the ingenuity of car 
owners, In one sense, it’s even creating 
a little nostalgia. Not since the World 
War II days of gas rationing have mo- 
torists focused so heavily on stretching 


gas mileage, 


Those who drive high-horsepower gas- 
guzzlers aré feeling the greatest pinch 
as some Servite stations have curtailed 
their operating hours and others have 
put a 10-gallon limit on gas purchases. 

But engineers at the Wix Corporation 
Technical Laboratory in Gastonia, N. C., 
say there are some basic steps every 
motorist can take to improve his gas 
mileage and, in the bargain, make his 


car run smoother. 


First, they, Say, cat owners should 
change the air filter on their car every 
10,000 miles or with every engine tune- 
whichever occurs soonest. Wix en- 
gineers point out that a clogged air filter 
can decrease a car’s mileage per gallon 
by as much as one-third. 

They also'suggest that motorists 
avoid running their car with less than 
half a tank of gas. Oil refineries, in com- 
mon with their customers, are scraping 
the bottom of their tanks these days, 
and that sometimes results in pumping 
contaminants into the gas line. This 
kind of thing normally wouldn’t occur 
but as fuel levels drop to unprecidented 
lows, rust, dirt and other contaminants 
sometimes get into gas lines and event-

Timely Lessons For Our

Often young people riding bi- 
cycles hear sirens and see flash- 
ing red lights on police cars, 
ambulances, fire trucks and oth- 


— 


youngsters are 
tempted to fol- 
low such vehie- 
les to see what 
all the excite- 
ment is about. 
This is a very 
dangerous thing to do and it is 
definitely against the law to try 
to follow any emergency vehicle 
or interfere with them in any 
way. So that each bicyclist will 
understand his responsibility re- 
garding such vehicles, we will 
go over each type individually. 


POLICE CARS: Police vehic- 
les, whether car, motorcycles, or 


others with police markings, 
should always have the right 
of way. This is especially im- 


portant to remember when the 
police vehicle is using a siren 
and hhas its red lights flashing. 
This means that this particular 
car is on an emergency mis- 
sion and he must get to his des- 
tination as quickly as possible. 
Some police cars, with sirens 
on and red lights flashing may 
be in pursuit of a motorist who 
has violated the law or they 
could be chasing a ‘hold-up man 
who has just robbed a bank.

ACCIDENTS: Bicyclists, like 
motorists, often see accidents 
that have happened along the 
highways and streets.

Remember, you must 
stay away from accidents and 
stay out of the way, If the acci- 
dent has the road blocked, and 
you cannot continue in the di- 
rection you were going, go down 
a side street and make your 
way around the accident. Stop- 
ping in the street to watch what 
is taking place at the scene of 
an accident can very easily 
cause other accidents. The only 
time you do not leave the scene 
of an accident is when you have 
been involved personally in it 
or you were a witness to it. 
If you were involved in it then 
of course you must wait for po- 
lice because they will want to 
help you and ask you questions. 
If you were a witness, the po- 
lice may want to ask you other 
questions about how the acci- 
dent happened. In these cases 
remain until a police .officer 
tells you to leave.
